BRITISH LABOR CONVENTION 


Adopts Resolution Attacking Italy, 
Germany and Portugal as 
Rebel Aids. 

LONDON, Aug. 28.—A resolution 
favoring the principle of non-inter- 
vention in Spain was adopted today 
by a joint Labor party and trades 
union congress committee, despite 
a stormy minority opposition head- 
ed by Sir Stafford Cripps, Laborite. 
Sir Stafford in an impassioned 
speech urged intervention by the 
British Government on the side of 
the Madrid Socialist Government in 
its fight avainst Fascist rebels. The 
labor resolution attacked Italy, Ger- 
many and Portugal for alleged ac- 

tivities on the side of the rebels. 

“By the supply of arms to the 
Fascist rebels, a clear breach of in- 
ternational law in circumstances 
which show foreknowledge of their 
plans, Fascist Italy created a new 
and immediate danger of war,” the 
resolution declared.

OF EMPIRE STATE BUILDING 


Suicide Victim at New York Is 
First to Fall All the 
Way to Street. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 28. — Robert 
Francis Erskine, 23 years old, of 
Bronxville, N. Y., a reporter for 
the Bronxville Press, leaped to his 
death from the eighty-sixth floor ob- 
servation roof of the Empire State 
Building today. He was the first 
suicide victim ever to clear various 
parapets of the building and land 
in the street below. 

He waved good-by to several on- 
lookers. “So long, folks,” he said. 

A woman on the observation roof 
went into hysterics. Although the 
street was crowded with pedes- 
trians, none was injured.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Secre- 
itary of the Interior Ickes in a po- 
litical speech widely heralded in ad- | 
vance by New Dealers, declared 
‘last night that the way to reach 


a Gov. Landon, Republican candidate 
Ss | for President, was through shee meas 
v6 | Randolph Hearst. 


In proof of this Ickes offered a 
memorandum from the multi-mil- 
lionaire California publisher’ to 
George F. Harding, the new Re- 
publican National Committeeman 
from Illinois, in which Hearst re- 
ferred to advice he had given Lan- 
don to keep relatively silent during 
the campaign. Hearst expressed his 
belief in the memorandum that 
Landon would -ccept his advice 


rather than that “of those poli 
ticians who are continually’ de- 
manding more speeches.” 

Administration leaders here did 
not conceal their elation at discov- 
ery of this documentary “proof” of 
the tieup between Landon and 
Hearst. The Hearst memorandum 
was filed by Harding in a master of 
Chancery Court in Chicago in the 

case of Addie Clark Harding against 
George F. Harding and presumably 
was overlooked at the time of fil- 
ing by the Chicago newspapers. 
Ickes Reads Message. 

According to Ickes, Harding be- 
sought a letter to Hearst from Col. 
Knox, Republican vice-presidential 
candidate. Knox, who was in 

Hearst’s employ for three years 
gave him the desired letter of in- 
troduction and eventually Harding 
received a cordial wire from Hearst 
granting him an interview at his 
fabulous “ranch” at San Simeon, 
Cal. The memorandum was sent to 
Harding after he had his interview. 
Ickes read it in full as follows: 

“Memorandum for Mr. Harding 
from Mr. Hearst: I was very 
much impressed by what you had 
to say about Gov. Landon not 
making too many speeches. If 
you will write me to that effect 
expressing your views as frankly 
as you did when you were talk- 
ing I will, with your permission, 
send the letter to Gov. Landon. 
It co-operates with and supports 
what I have already told the Gov- 
ernor, and I feel that such views 
coming from such an important 
man as yourself would have a 
great and valuable influence. 

“IT think the Governor natur- 
ally feels this himself but the 
average politician around him is 
continually urging him to get out 
and talk. Talk is the method of 
the average politician, but as you 
very truly said, this is a campaign 
in which speech-making might do 
more harm than good. At pres- 
ent the Democrats have nothing 
to criticise Gov. Landon about. 
You can see that in their attempt 
to criticise him. 

“Too many speeches might give 
the Democrats their eagerly 
awaited opportunity. Others try 
to combat or at least try to offset 
the influence of those politicians 
who are continually demanding 
more speeches.” 

Hearst “the Open Sesame.’ 

“If you want to get to Mr. 
Hearst,” Ickes said, “and Col. Knox 
will supply you with ‘letters,’ you 
will find an open sesame wherever 
Mr. Hearst may be. And if you 
want to get into communication 
with the Republican candidate for 
President, the surest way is 
through Mr. Hearst.” 

Ickes quoted from further testi- 
mony by Harding in which he said, 
“ .. .I1 have since written Mr. 
Hearst and it is probably in Gov. 
Landon’s hands by now. I will read 
that into the record, too, if you 
would like to have it.” Harding’s 
interview with Hearst occurred to- 
ward the end of June, the record in 
the Chicago court showed. 

Identified by Ickes as “a one- 
time political crony of William Hale 
Thompson,” Harding succeeded at 
the Republican convention in 
Cleveland in ousting Frank L. 
Smith as Republican Committee- 
man from Illinois. Smith was de. 
nied a seat in the United States 
Senate after it had been shown that 
a “slush” fund of more than $450,- 
000 had been used to help elect him, 
$200,000 coming from Samuel In- 
sull and other large utility opera- 
tors. Smith was at that time chair- 
man of the Public Service Commis- 
sion charged with utility regula- 
tion. 

Harding, who has a considerable

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 28.—Nor- 
way, through the Ministry of Jus- 
tice, today ordered the Bolshevist 
exile Leon Trotzky and his wife in- 
terned in their country home and 
decreed expulsion for Trotzky’s two 
secretaries. 

The Trotzkys will be confined in 
their ‘house at Hoenefoss until a 
new domicile can be found for 
them. 

Before the order was made pub- 
lic Trotzky had left the capital for 
the country. Authorities immediate- 
ly set a close watch on him and 
his residence to prevent any com- 
munication with outsiders. All tele- 
phone calls to the Trotzky home 
were barred. A day and . night 
guard of eight policemen was or- 
dered to surround it. 

He Refused Conditions. 

It was understood the reason for 
the action was Trotzky’s refusal to 
accept conditions which the Gov- 
ernment sought to impose for his 
continued stay in Norway, although 
it. was announced earlier in the 
week he had affixed his signature 
to a pledge to abstain from all 
revolutionary activity. 

Earlier in the day, Trotzky, pale 
and nervous, told a court that he 
had sent letters to colleagues. in 
France and other countries, advis- 
ing revolutionary activities. 

He was testifying against five 
Nazis accused of raiding his home 
in an unsuccessful attempt to ob- 
tain subversive documents. 

Chief of Group a German. 

He disclosed the chief of the 
French Trotzky group was a Ger- 
man, but declined to tell his name. 

Should the man be _ identified, 
Trotzky said, his relatives in Ger- 
many might be punished by Nazi 
authorities. 

Later, crowds outside the court- 
room saw Trotzky leave for the 
Ministry of Justice, where he con- 
ferred with officials concerning the 
conditions imposed on his residence 
here. Under the agreement he may 
remain in Norway until Dec. 18, if 
he adheres to its terms. 

Erwin Wolf, one of the expelled 
secretaries, returned here only 
three days ago after seeking em- 
ployment in London as a writer. 
He had served Trotzky for several 
years, through successive exiles in 
Turkey, France and here. When 
Trotzky became involved after the 
raid on his house Wolf volunteered 
to return and was accepted. 

The name of the other secretary 
was not disclosed. 

Trotzky was accused by the So- 
viet Government of heading a plot 
against the life of Dictator Joseph 
Stalin for which 16 persons were 
executed in Moscow this week. 

Declaring the executions consti- 
tuted “one of the world’s greatest 
crimes,” Trotzky vowed to “avenge” 
the deaths. He also said he stood 
ready to vindicate himself in a Nor- 
wegian or French court. 


ITALY PLACES EMBARGO 
ON WAR SUPPLIES TO SPAIN 


Action Apparently the Answer to 
British-French Plea for For- 
mal Declaration.

ROME, Aug. 28.—Italy announced 
today an embargo of all war ma- 
terials to Spain. 

The decree forbids “exportation, 
direct or indirect, or re-export for 
transit with its destination Spain 
or Spanish possessions or the Span- 
ish zone in Morocco of arms, muni- 
tions, war materials, also airplanes, 
mounted and unmounted, and war 
ships.” 

“The prohibition applies to all 
contracts in the course of execu- 
tion,” the decree says. 

The Italian Government earlier 
had announced it considered the 
ban on armament shipment already 
in effect but the decree apparently 
'was designed to answer a request 
‘by Great Britain and France for 
a formal declaration.

The 
temperature was around 60 when 
the President arrived. Rain, which 
began falling early, ceased while 
Roosevelt rode through nearby 
drouth-hit farms. 


Speech at Bismarck. 


The President had his first close- 
wp view of the drouth havoc late 
yesterday on a 50-mile motor trip 
around Bismarck and Mandan. 

After returning to Bismarck from 
the personal survey, Roosevelt 
in an extemporaneous speech from 
the rear platform of his train said: 

“As you know, I came out here 
to see things with my own eves. I 
felt that I could learn a lot more 
by coming out than by just read- 
ing blueprints and reporis back in 
Washington. 

“What I have seen confirm me 
in the belief that I have nad for a 
long time—the belief that we are 
going to win on this problem. 

“It really comes down to three 
problems: The first is the imme- 
diate one of keeping people going 
who have lost their crops and lvst 
their livestock. The second is to 
keep them going over the winter 
until next year, when we hope we 
have more rain. 

“The third problem relates to the 
future—-not only the future’ of 
North Dakota but the future of a 
good many other states. It relates 
to working out a plan of co-opera- 
tion with instead of going along 
with what we have been doing in 
the past-—-trying to buck nature. 

“That means co-operation  be- 
tween all agencies involved. There 
are a lot of Federal agencies, there 
are state agencies and there are io- | 
cal agencies, and our chief problem | 
now is to work out a plan that all 
of these different agencies can car 
rv out, working intelligently with 
each other and not crossing wires. | 


“No Cities Without Farms.” 

“It means we have got to have 
the co-operation of the people in the 
cities as well as the people on the 
farms. It is just as much their 
problem as it is the problem of the 
farmers themselves. Incidentally, | 
in an agricultural country, there | 
would not be any cities if there | 
were not farms | 

“There Was another reason for | 
coming out here and that was to 
look at vou people. Back East there. 
have been.all kinds of reports that | 
out in the drouth area there was a‘ 
despondency, a lack of hope for | 
the future and a genera! atmos- 
phere of gloom.

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ARMY DICTATORS 
TO RULE SPAN 
F REBELS WIN 


Military Men to Govern 
Without Parliament and 
Take Vote on Restoration 

of Monarchy. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 

BURGOS, Spain, Aug. 28.—The 
rebel high command made plans to- 
day for restoration of the mon- 


archy with a military dictatorship, 
announced an air bombardment of 
Madrid and strengthened defenses 
against a surprise advance on this 
Fascist city by loyalists. 

A military dictatorship will be 
constituted “indefinitely” to “ex- 
terminate” all loyalist elements and 
rule the country “without any par- 
liamont whatsoever,” high officials 
of the Fascist junta said. Then, 
they said, will come a plebiscite to 
determine restoration of the mon- 
archy. 

Two thousand militiamen of the 
Madrid government comprised the 
forces moving on Burgos. They 
were reported near Briviesca, less 
than 25 miles away, and Gen. Emi- 
lio Mola, northern insurgent com- 
mander, moved his forces into posi- 
tion to withstand the onslaught. 

Cc ication Restored. 

The Burgos government. an- 
nounced restoration of communica- 
tion with the rest of the world. 
Leaders here charged lines had been 
cut by France and England. Cable 
service was re-established by agree- 
ment with German communications 
agencies to accept messages from 
Vigo. : 

The Fascist junta sent a formal 
protest to the French Foreign Of- 
fice against “the inconcievable im- 
morality of sacking the Bank of 
Spain.” The protest demanded that 
France refuse to receive gold ship- 
ments from the Madrid govern- 
ment. 

(Madrid has shipped gold in large 
quantities to France since the re- 
volt broke out, presumably intend- 
ed for the purchase of arms and 
munitions if the French Govern- 
ment could be prevailed upon to 
permit their sale.) : 

Suppression of Press. 

The first step in setting up an 
army dictatorship if they are suc- 
cessful in capturing Madrid, the 
Fascists said, will be “cleansing” 
of all public offices and immediate 
trial of all loyalist leaders. The 
loyalist press will be suppressed, 
they said. 

Other steps in the program of 
Gen. Mola and Commander-in-Chief 
Francisco Franco included: 

Suppression of the right to strike 
and lockouts by employers. 

Creation of a political council to 
act as adviser to the military dicta- 
torship. 

Annulment of the Leftist Govern- 
ment’s extensive agrarian reforms 
(parcelling of land among peas- 
ants). 

Restitution of all confiscated 
property (churches, educational in- 
stitutions, factories and _ estates 
seized by the Madrid Governmentt).

FOREIGN DIPLOMATS AGAIN 
SEEK EXCHANGE OF PRISONERS 
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Meeting at Hendaye, France, Drafts 
Note to Madrid in Effort to 
“Humanize” War. 

By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, France, Aug. 28.— 
Diplomats meeting here tonight 
drafted a note to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment at Madrid as the first step 
in their. effort to “humanize” the 
Spanish civil war. 

Approval by the Madrid Govern- 
ment would lead to negotiations 
with both factions for an agreement 
pledging themselevs to refrain from 
bombarding open cities and execut- 
ing prisoners. Both sides would be 
asked to respect historical monu- 
ments and to exchange prisoners 
whenever possible. The approval 
of the Madrid Government will be 
sought first as the diplomats who 
drafted the plan are accredited to 
Madrid. 

United States Ambassador Claude 
G. Bowers has not participated, fol- 
lowing the United States policy of 
non-intervention in internal affairs 
of foreign countries. 


MADRID, Aug. 28.—The Spanish 
Government approves the efforts of 
the diplomats at St. Jean de Luz to 
end political killings in the Spanish 
Civil War, it was stated here last 
night. The Government was said 
to be willing to do everything in 
its power “to calm passion.”

the committee be discharged. They 
said further consideration of the

would “result in embroiling the 
American Bar Association, whether 
willingly or not, in bitter partisan 
political discussion, and internal 
dissensions.” 

Child Labor Amendment. 

The association adopted yester- 
day, by a vote of 233 to 109, the re- 
port of the special committee to op- 
pose ratification of the Federal 
child labor amendment. The com- 
mittee recommended that it be con- 
tinued for the coming year. A fight 
to discharge the committee was led 
by Isidore Ostroff of Philadelphia 
and Charles M. Hay of St. Louis, 
counsel for the Federal 
Retirement Board. 


Ostroff asserted the amendment | 
was approved in letters from both) 


President Roosevelt and Gov. Alf 
M. Landon, 
tial nominee. The report of the 
committee, which urged defeat of 
the amendment, he said, was “lack- 
ing in understanding of the social 
implications of child labor.” 

Hay urged that the association 
simply discharge the committee and 
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refrain frim further action in the 
controversy, which he said was out- 
side the proper functions of the 
association. 

“T am opposed to the association 
entering the field of general gov- 
ernment policy,” Hay deciared, “but 


inregard to the child labor amend- 


ment, discriminate as we may, we 
cannot wipe out the impression 
among the public that the asso- 
ciation is in favor of child labor. 

“The creation of this committee 
has done much to bring the legal 
profession into disrepute. Although 
appointed to promote action by the 
states upon a uniform child labor 
law, I can find in its report only 
opposition to the amendment and 
little or nothing done to secure ac- 
tion by the State.” 

“Protect Constitution.” 


Speaking in support of the com- 
mittee’s report, Chairman James A. 
Simpson of Alabama asserted that 
the issue was the “protection of the 
Constitution.” 

Comparing the child labor amend- 
ment with the prohibition amend- 
ment, he said: “The eighteenth 
amendment was outlawed because 
people resented sumptuary legisla- 
tion. It is our duty to protect the 
Constitution against a second in- 
vasion as monstrous as the eight- 
eenth.” 

Only ‘24 states have ratified the 
amendment since it was submitted 
in 1924, and 24 have rejected it or 
failed to act. Some authorities 
have expressed doubt that the 
amendment could now become ef- 
fective, even with the necessary 36 
states ratifying it, without a ruling 
of the Supreme Court because of 
the time elapsed since it was sub- 
mitted to the states and the fact 
that some states have voted on it 
more than once. 


The assembly accepted the report 
of the Committee on Commerce, 
passing resolutions favoring passage 
of the revised food and drug act, 
with certain reservations; passage 
of a uniform sales act, regulation of 
competing forms of transportation 
by the same governmental agency, 
and approving the principle of wa- 
ter carrier regulation set forth in 
a recent bill before the Senate. The 
assembly refused to approve a res- 
olution recommending enactment 
of the Pettengill bill repealing the 
long and short haul clause of the 
Interstate Commerce Act. 

The report on Federal taxation, 
presented by Arthur A. Ballantine 
of New York, received approval 
with minor amendments. 

The House of Delegates, at its 
second meeting, approved affilia- 
tion with the Union Internationale 
des Avocats. 


During consideration of the 


Wagner bill to restrict appearance 
before Federal commissions to 
members of the bar, John W. Davis 
of New York, speaking in opposi- 
tion, said the association should 
avoid all appearance of attempting 
to create a monopoly for its mem- 
bers. 

‘ Davis also spoke at the annual 
dinner last night, calling on En- 
glish-speaking peoples to defend 
democracy against opposing polit- 
ical creeds. 

Quoting Gen. Tasker H. Bliss as 
having said the World War would 
last 30° years, Davis said: 

“The actual conflict may be over, 
but there is a war of ideas in the 
world of today. We belong to the 
liberty-loving people of the world, 
who believe that liberty without 
law is not liberty at all.” 

New President’s Career. 

Stinchfield, the new head of the 
Bar Association, is the son of a 
merhenat of aDnforth, Me., his 
birthplace. He was graduated from 
Bates Colleke in 1902 and from Har- 
vard Law School in 1905. In 1906 
he was admitted to the bar in New 
York and entered the firm of 
Mornblower, Byrne, Miller & Pot- 
ter. 

Three years later he moved to 
Minneapolis and organized the law 
firm of Stinchfield, Mackall, 
Crounse, McNally & Moore. He is 
an active member of the American 
Liberty Leagu.e 

Stinchfield said he believed that 
“by representation in the associa- 
tion of local and state bar associa- 
tions, the American Bar Associa- 
tion can serve better the lawyers 
and the public. It is hoped by co- 
operation, but not by .compulsion, 
the standards ofthe individual law- 
yers in the profession may be raised 
by an increase in his resire to make 
the profession more honorable and 
all connected with it more honor- 
able.”

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DENIES JAPANHAS AIMS 
ON INNER MONGOLIA 


Head of Army on Asiatic Main- 
land Returns From Inves- 
tigation in Suiyuan. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEIPING, Aug. 28.—Lieutenant- 


General Seishiro Itagaki, Japanese 
supreme military commander of 


Manchoukuo, said last night that 


the Japanese army “does not dream 
of action and has no aims”™.in inner 


Mongolia. 

The General outlined the Japanese 
stand on inner Mongolia, adjacent 
to Soviet-supported outer Mongolia 
and Japanese-sponsored Manchou- 
kuo, as he passed through Peiping 
by airplane from an investigation 
in Suiyuan Province. There, recent 
disorders resulted in reports that 
Japanese sent troops into Chahar 
and Suiyuan provinces preparatory 
to the occupation of inner Mongo- 
‘ia. 

Gen, Itagaki, head of Japan’s war 
machine on the Asiatic mainland, 
denied Japanese troops had entered 
the two Chinese provinces. 

He added: “Inner Mongolia and 
Manchoukuo are neighbors; there- 
fore, disturbances in the latter areas 
concern us and require disposal; but 
we do not contemplate establishing 
a buffer zone below the sovietized 
outer Mongolia.” 

He declared the populace of Sui- 
yuan and Chahar was “restless,” 
and the country, he. said, was 
‘teeming with unsatisfactory ru- 
mors.” 


The so-called buffer states of out- 
er Mongolia and Manchouquo are 
considered controlled by Soviet 
Russia and Japan as military ne- 
cessities. Clashes between border 
guards have been frequent between 

*those two sections and along the 
line between Siberia and Manchou- 
quo.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—A warning 
that a new “record of slaughter” 
on highways appeared likely wer 
issued by the National Safety 
Council when it released figures 
showing July to be third succes- 
sive month with more fatalities 
than in corresponding periods last 
year. There were 3180 traffic 
deaths last month, 3 per cent more 
than 3090 in July, 1935. 

July brought the total for the 
seven months of the year to 18,560. 
This was only 2 per cent less than 
the total of 18,980 for the corre- 
sponding period in 1935, a year in 
which deaths due to automobile ac- 
cidents reached 37,000, a record. 

“The trend is alarming,” said 
W. H. Cameron, managing director 
of the council, “because we have 
yet to pass through those months 
which in former years produced 
the largest number of traffic ac- 
cident deaths. In 1935 the first six 
months recorded 15,890 traffic 
fatalities while in the last six there

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STUDIES ON EFFECT 
-OF COLD ONELECTRIGITY 


Scientists Find Fine Wires Will 
Carry Heavy Currents at 
Low Temperatures. 


From the Manchester Guardian. 

The low-temperature laboratory 
at Leiden University i* a magnifi- 
cent academic institution. As Lei-

servants. It is named after Kam- 
erlingh Onnes, who liquefied hell- 
um and discovered that some sub- 
stances behave at very low temper- 
atures as if they offered no resist- 
ance to electric currents. This dis 
covery, like that of X-rays, was one 
of the great discoveries of physics, 
because it disclosed the existence 
of an unsuspected state of matter. 
The phenomenon is still obscure, 
though F. and H. London, who have 
recently been working at Oxford, 
have published an interesting the- 
ory of it. They have suggested 
that the electric currents in supra- 
conducting substances, which ap- 
parently go on forever when once 
started. are of a nature different 
ffom ordinary electric currents. 


electric phenomenon

sesses its virtue forever unless it 
is interfered with. 

The eminence of the Leiden lab- 
oratory is largely due to the far- 
sighted policy settled by Onnes. He 
included a school for instrument- 
makers as an essential part of the 
organization. The staff of this 
school are the chief mechanics to 
the research workers. As recog- 
nized teachers these mechanics 
have a higher status than labora-

tory mechanics elsewhere, and are 
not just workmen, This has had 
an important influence on the qual- 
ity of work. The Leiden system 
has probably influenced the systera 
of laboratory mechanics that has 
been organized in Soviet physics 
laboratories. There are about 90 
pupils in the school. 


Thus Leiden has a magnificent 
supply of technical assistants. This 
explains how the enormous number 
of exact measurements at low tem- 
peratures have been accomplished. 
The Dutch investigators have made 
the properties of many substances 
at temperatures near absolute zero 
as exactly known as the properties 
of ice and steam. They have aimed 
at accumulating a wide range of 
data as a foundation for theory. 

The scientific research staff is 
restricted to four, W. H. Keesom, 
W. J. de Haas, E. C. Wiersma, and 
Cc. A. Crommelin. The administra- 
tive staff consists of one secretary 
and one typist. A large number of 
research students (from 30 to 50) 
can avail themselves. of the tech- 
nical resources. The subsidy for 
running the laboratory, which 
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comes ultimately from the State, 
is about £3000 a year (rather more 
than the running cost of the Cav- 
endish Laboratory). This sum does 
not include upkeep of the building 
and salaries, but includes the cost 
of heating, gas, electricity, instru- 
ments, and materials used in the 
school. Special equipment, such as 
the big electro-magnet possessed by 
the laboratory, has been bought 
AS | with special grants from the Rocke- 
He feller and other funds. 

; The most exciting recent experi- 
ment made at Leiden was the pro- 
duction by De Haas and Wiersma 
of a temperature of 0.005 degrees 
above absolute zero. As is general- 
ly known, heat is a mode of motion. 
The temperature of a body i. meas- 
ured by the speed of motion or vi- 
bration of its constituent particles. 
The temperature of a gas is de- 
termined by the average speed at 
which its molecules fly about. As 
the temperature decreases, the 
: speed of the particles decreases. It 
4 is possible to calculate that the par- 
ticles will lose all heat motion when 
reduced to a temperature of about 
minus 273 degrees. As the motions, 
at and hence heat, have disappeared 
| at that temperature it is impossible 
to reach a lower temperature, so it 
is named the absolute zero. 

Ordinary methods of stopping the 
heat motions of gases fail below 
temperatures of about 0.5 degrees 
above absolute zero, because enor- 
mous pumping engines are neces- 
sary to obtain cooling by expansion 
of the gas. De Haas and Wiersma 
pushed the limit down to 0.005 de- 
grees by means of a trick based on 
an idea due to Langevin, Debye and 
Giaugue. These theorists explained 
that the arrangement of the mole- 
cules in a body absorbs a certain 
amount of energy. If the arrange- 
ment of the molecules could be 
suddenly changed at a very low 
temperature nearly all of the resi- 
dual heat energy of the body might 
be absorbed in the rearrangement. 
In the experiments the rearrange. | 
ment was made by means of a | 
powerful field produced by the big | 
electro-mapnet. One of the sgub- 
stances used was chrome alum. 

Those who wonder about the 
practical value of the search for 
absolute sero may reflect thaf | 
through it eternal electric currents 
have already been discovered. it 
is conceivable that electrical en- 
gineering may ultimately be com- | 
pletely transformed by this discov- 
ery, as it might allow currents of 
enormous magnitude to be sent 
along conductors as thin as hairs, 
and perhaps allow the construtcion 
of powerful electrical machines in | 
the space of a matchbox. |

TO STUDY COMPROMISE PLAN 


Firm’s Proposal Includes 15 Pct. 
Pay Increase and Better Work- 
ing Conditions. 


Striking employes of the Lewin 
Metals Corporation near Monsanto, 
Ill, who are seeking a wage in- 
crease and improved working con- 
ditions, will meet this evening at 
Yociss Hall, 537A Collinsville ave- 
nue, East St. Louis, to pass on a 
compromise offer of company of- 
ficers. 

Acceptance of the terms of the 
company proposal, which include a 
15 per cent wage rise and improved 
working condition, would end the 
walkout that closed the plant about 
seven weeks ago. About 300 of the 
350 employes are members of the 
International Union of Mine, Metal 
and Smelter Workers Local No. 
246. 

In demands presented before the 
strike, a 30 per cent wage increase 
was requested. The strikers re- 
cently rejected an offer of the com- 
pany to increase wages 2% per 
cent, according to Harry White, 
president of the local union. He 
said the company had agreed to in- 
stall showers, ventilating facilities 
to eliminate acid fumes, and to im- 
prove safety devices.

LEMKE CARRIES FIGHT 
INTO LANDON'S STATE 


Attacks Both Old Parties on 
Farm Aid; Trying to Get 
on Kansas Ballot. 


By the Associated Press. 

MERRIAM, Kan., Aug. 28.—Wil- 
liam Lemke, Union party candidate, 
carried his campaign for the presi- 
dency into the home state of Gov. 
Alf M. Landon, Republican nomi- 
nee, last night. 

The North Dakota Representa- 
tive, in an address at the Johnson 
County Fair here, singled out the 
Republican platform and Landon’s 
addresses as “not offering the 
slightest hope for drouth-ridden 
farmers in the Middle West.” He 
added: “All they have to look for- 
ward to are a lot of glittering gen- 
eralities called a platform.” 

Fight to Get on Ballot. 

Lemke told reporters he intended 
to make a fight to place his name 
on the Kansas general election bal- 
lot. He said a Union party conven- 
tion would be called and a slate of 
electors names. If it were neces- 
sary, he said, the matter would be 
taken to court. The deadline for 
filing of electors under the Kansas 
primary election law was June 20. 
An older general election law made 


| provision for formation of new par- 
' ties by convention. 


“We will see if a few politicians 
can keep our ticket off of the bal- 
lot,” Lemke said. 

“Perhaps the most tragic feature 
of this campaign,” Lemke said, “has 
been the evident lack of ability on 
the part of either Gov. Landon or 
President Roosevelt to provide a 
workable plan for the solution of 
the difficulties of the farmer.” 

Lemke’s Drouth Measure. 

Lemke called attention to a bill 
he introduced at the last Congress 
which “provides for a practical so- 
lution of our ever-recurring drouth 
and floor problems. 

“The bill provides for the im- 
pounding of unused and uncon- 
trolled floodwaters coming from 
the eastern slope of the Rocky 
Mountains, near their source, in 
such a way as to prevent drouths by 
supplying humidity to the atmos- 
phere, causing rains, and prevent- 
ing floods in the lower Mississippi 
Valley.” 

He also mentioned a Union party 
platform plank to provide “that 
American agricultural, industrial 
and commercial markets will be 
protected from manipulations of 
foreign moneys and from all raw 
material and processed goods pro- 
duced abroad at less than living 
wage.” This, he said, “means that 
the farmer may be restored to pros- 
perity once more.”

— A 
recapitulation showed today Town- 
send-indorsed congressional candi- 
dates polled about 36 per cent of 
the tabulated votes in Tuesday’s 
primary, which gave nominations 
to 11 out of the 20 backed by the 
pension planners. 

On the basis of almost complete 
returns covering the leading can- 
didates, those indorsed by the pen- 
sion plan groups gathered 388,277 
votes, while the leading non-Town- 
sendite Republican and Democratic 
candidates rolled up 682,581. 

Eight of the 11 Townsend-in- 
dorsed nominees are incumbents 
who received both the Repthb- 
lican and Democratic nomina- 
tions for their respective dis- 
tricts: The extent to which the 
Townsend support aided them was 
not apparent. 

Leaders of the pension group said 
their indorsement in the eight 
cases did not necessarily signify 
that the candidates were advocates 
of the Townsend plan. The Town- 
send-indorsed candidates polled 110,- 
719 as Republicans and 271,558 as 
Democrats. 


CALIFORNIA’S ‘SINGLE TAX 
INITIATIVE’ HELD INVALID 


State Supreme Court Says Title of 
Measure Is “Clearly 
Misleading.” 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 28.—The 
so-called “single tax initiative,” 
proposed for the California Novem- 
ber election, has been invalidated 
by a State Supreme Court decision, 
but its sponsors promise a revival 
of the issue two years from now. 

By a vote of 6 to 1, the Supreme 
Court yesterday held the title of 
the measure, was “clearly mislead- 
ing. ? 

In its majority opinion, writen by 
Presiding Justice William Waste, 
the Court said: 

‘Through it (the proposition) re- 
fers to repeal of certain sales tax- 
es, the measure, in fact, if adopt- 
ed, would repeal all taxes. The title 
does not refer to or show that the 
present tax on personal property 
would be abolished and a single tax 
ae land substituted.”

Aman named Tievel, literary sec- 
retary to the well known newspaper 
commentator Karl Radek, has been 
arrested. 

With. two of those executed Mon- 
day—-K.. Berman-Yurin and _ Fritz 
David—he had been a member of 
the foreign editorial board of the 
social economic department in the 
State publishing house. 

Radek himself was under investi- 
gation, together with Nikolai Buk- 
harin, principal editor of the Gov- 
ermment newspaper Izvestia, and 
Alexei Rykoff, former Premier and 
now Commissar for Posts and Tele- 
graphs. 

Reingold, the Commissariat of 
Agriculture asserted, sabotaged the 
Whole cotton program, particularly 
in irrigation districts in Middle 
Asia. The department asserted he 
and other alleged followers of Leon 
Trotzky, former Soviet leader who 
is now in exile in Norway, were re- 
sponsible for the breakdown © of 
canals and the deliberate misuse of 
the drainage system. 

Cotton lands, the department 
charged, were flooded and became 
malarial swamps, and much of the 
crop was lost. 

As a result of this, the State said, 
the Soviet had to import $9,000,000 
worth of United States cotton in 
1935. It was understood Russia 
Planned to import no cotton this 
year.

Indalecio Prieto, Man Behind Government, 


Denounces France and Britain for 
Not Helping Leftists.

MADRID, Aug. 28.—Spain is the 
Ethiopia of Europe, deserted by 
those nations whose vital] interests 
should compel them to be its active 
allies, Indalecio Prieto, Socialist 
leader, declared yesterday. 
Works, spoke these words at his 
apartment in the 
sandbagged Ministry of Marine. 


with the manner in which the 
world’s democratic countries have 
reacted to Madrid’s defense against 
Fascist rebellion. 

“What help has France and Great 
Britain given us in our direst 
hour?” he asked. “None at all, 
while Germany, Italy and Portugal 
are providing our rebel enemies 
with all the material they want.” 

Proposal for Neutrality. 

Prieto, who holds no official po- 
sition but who as leader of the 
Parliamentary Socialist party is the 
most important man behind the 
Government, continued: 

“The diplomats. of Europe are 
very busy over their plan for a con- 
vention of neutrality and non-inter- 
vention, “but what good is such a 
convention to us? None at all! 

“It will, in fact, damage our cause. 
Obviously France and Great Brit- 
ain will sign it and keep their word 
while Germany, Italy and Portugal 
will sign it and go on helping the 
rebels as before. 

“I cannot understand why France 
and Great Britain can be so blind 
to their own interests! 

“The establishment of a Fascist 
regime in the west end of Europe 
is not a contingency they can en- 
visage with pleasure. 

“And what will they say if 
Franco (Gen. Francisco Franco, the 
rebel commander-in-chief) wins and 
gives the Balearic Islands to Italy 
or Germany as a reward for their 
aid? 


French Trade Treaty. 

“Last year our then Rightist Min- 
ister of State, Martinez de Velasco, 
negotiated a new trade treaty with 
France and the French insisted on 
inclusion of a clause which com- 
pelled us to buy a certain quantity 
of war materials from them each 
year. 

“Martinez de Velasco signed. They 
gave him a banquet for it. The 
French, with a Popular Front gov- 
ernment like ours, now have gone 
back on their word and have re- 


materials which the treaty stipu- 
lates we must buy. 

Charges of German Aijid. 
“Let us take the other side. 
“Ten days before the Kamerun 

incident (the search of a German 
merchantman by a Spanish war 
vessel Aug. 19) a German vessel 
landed its cargo of airplane and 
tank parts at Cadiz. 

“The parts were taken to Seville 
in two freight trains composed of 
59 cars, all accompanied by 50 
armed Germans. 

“These Germans assembled the 
planes and tanks at Tablade air- 
drome in Seville and handed them 
to the rebels; then joined Franco’s 
Foreign Legion. 

“I can prove all this, just as I can 
prove the Kamerun landed its car- 
go of gasoline for the rebels at a 
Portuguese port after we had pre- 
vented it from reaching Cadiz. 

“T also know the rebels received 
much more war material from Ger- 
many than they were able to pay 
for in cash down. 

“The inference is clear Franco 
has sold his soul to the Germans, 
who one day will present the bill.” 

Question of League. 

Prieto was asked why the Span- 
ish Government had not referred 
its protests to the League of Na- 
tions. 

He replied: “Ethiopia presented 
its case to the League. You know 
what happened. I am afraid our 
Spain has become the Ethiopia of 
Europe.” 

Prieto, who appeared saddened 
and tired by the strain of the last 
six weeks, was careful not to show 
excessive confidence concerning the 
outcome of the civil war. 

“Our war now has settled down 
to a campaign of maneuvering for 


World War,” he said. 
What the Government is now try- 
ing to do, he added, is to co-ordi- 
nate and organize its workers’ mi- 
litia and other forces under a single 
command and eliminate enthusias- 
tic but often wasteful independent 
action by individual militia com- 
manders.

“I do not think we shall negotiate 
a foreign loan, however great our 
need,’ for the- country which bor- 
rows abroad gives its lender an op- 
portunity to dominate it politically.” 


New Problems Ahead. 


Discussing problems which the 
loyalists will face if they win the 
war, Prieto said: 

“What grieves and worries me is 
the most awful poverty which the 
war is causing. We shall have to 
start reconstructing the country 
from the bottom up. Don’t forget 
that whole towns with orchards, 
vineyards and olive groves have 
been wiped cut by the rebels in 
Andalucia.” 

The large estates of Andalucia, 
Estremadura and Castile, Prieto de- 
clared, “will have to be collectiv- 
ized almost on a Communist basis, 
while credit will have to be found 
for small holders” in the rich and 
humid sections such as that near 
the Bay of Biscay. 

Denying there is any definite 
plan to make him Premier or to 
make Spain a Communist _ state 
along Soviet lines, Prieto asserted: 

“Although fundamental changes 
will be necessary, Spain is not 
ready or well enough developed 
economically for pure Communism. 
We shall nationalize the banks, in- 
dustries, mines, railroads and other 
transports, but we need the wealth 
provided by the small trader.” 


Denies Influence by Soviet. 


The question of making Spain 
a federation of independent Soviet 
republics, Prieto said, presented no 
problem. Russia, he added, is not 
attempting to influence the Govern- 
ment in any way. 

However, Prieto acknowledged 
the Government would face a dif- 
ficult task in settling accounts with 
the extremist militia now defending 
the republic. 

Some of the militia’s acts, he con- 
ceded, were “truly lamentable.” But 


TERMS OF MUTUAL 


Treaty, Effective for 20 
Years, Provides for War 
Facilities for United 


Kingdom. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 28.—Great Brit- 
ain and Egypt, after 50 years of 
controversy, aré bound to friendly 
mutual assistance, under the new 
Anglo-Egyptian treaty, text of 
which was made public today. 

The treaty was signed Wednes- 
day and it is thought here that 
British parliamentary action on it, 
when taken, will be effective in No- 
vember. 

The treaty will be effective for 
20 years. 

Under the treaty provisions, each 
country will be represented in the 
capital of the other by an Am- 
bassador and Egypt will apply for 
membership in the League of Na- 
tions under British auspices. 

Both parties to the pact will con- 
clude no other treaty inconsistent 
with the alliance and will consult 
each other with a view to peaceful 
settlement of any dispute with a 
third state threatening disruption 
of relations with that state. 

The rights and obligations of both 
parties under the League covenant 
are not prejudiced by the Anglo- 
Egyptian pact 

Negotiations for revision may be 
begun at any time after 10 years. 

On Egyptian Assistance. 

Egyptian assistance to the United 
Kingdom takes the following form: 
“In the event of war, an imminent 
of war or an apprehended inter- 
national emergency, Egypt will ac- 
cord all facilities in its power to 
the United Kingdom, these facili- 
ties and this assistance, i. e., the 
use of Egyptian ports, airdromes 
and means of communication, all 
necessary administrative and legis- 
lative measures, including the es- 
tablishment of martial law and ef- 
fective censorship.” 

For the protection of the Suez 
Canal, Britain is authorized to 
maintain in the canal zone forces 
not exceeding 10,000 land troops 
and 400 pilots. 

The Egyptian Government will 
consruct in the canal zone addi- 
tional barracks required for British 
troops, provide an emergency sup- 
ply and build roads. When this 
work is finished to the satisfaction 
of both governments, British troops 
other than those on the canal will 
be withdrawn. 

British air forces will be -per- 
mitted to fly wherever necessary, 
with similar courtesies being ac- 
corded Egyptian forces in British 
territory. 

Army and Air Force. 

The Egyptian army and air force 
will be perfected, in the interests 
of the alliance, with the advice of 
a British military mission. 

When engaging foreign experts 
the Egyptian Government general- 
ly will prefer British subjects. 

The British element will be re- 
tained in the Egyptian police for 
five years and will be under the 
command of British officers for 
that period. 

Administration of the Sudan will 
continue under the  co-dominion 
agreements of 1899. It is agreed 
that the primary aim of the ad- 
ministration must be welfare of the 
Sudanese and that sovereignty of 
the Sudan is not prejudiced by the 
treaty.

‘Proposes Almost Immediate 
League Action Against Any

GENETVA, Aug. 28.—Soviet Rus- 
sia tonight proposed a bold scheme 
of League of Nations reform which 
vrould force almost immediate mil- 
itary senctions against any nation 
making war. 

Russia, in making the proposal, 
opposed amendment of the League 
Covenant as impractical, but recom- 
mended adoption by the Assembly 
,Of a special protocol by which, in 
the event of war, the League Coun- 
cil would be summoned within 
three days. 

Within another three days, the 
Council, by  there-quarters vote, 
would decide whether § circum- 
stances existed calling for the ap 
plication of punitive measures. 

The salient feature of the Russian 
scheme was a provision under 
|which military sanctions could be 
|taken, automaticallyy and immedi- 
lately, by states having a mutual 
(assistance agreement—even if the 
'League Council failed to agree on 
'who was responsible for the war. 

League members would agree that 
such sanctions against a warring 
state would not be deemed acts of 
aggression. 

Should the the Council decree eco- 
‘nomic and financial sanctions, un- 
der the Soviet proposal, all League 
members would be bound to con- 
tribute. The League Assembly 
meets the third week in September, 
principally to discuss proposals for 
League reform.

In his address at Buffalo on Government spending 
and taxation, Gov. Landon was at his best thus far 
in the campaign, both in treatment of his subject mat- 
ter and in rhetoric. The address was a clear and 
simple statement on a topic that affects every citi- 
zen. Because he dealt with matters in which he is 
experienced, the Governor could make a direct and 
vigorous approach, without the generalities and am- 
biguities that have marked some of his previous ad- 
dresses. The plane of the campaign will be elevated 
and the task of the independent voter in informing 
himself about the real issues will be eased if Mr. 
Landon brings a similar clarity and force to his dis- 
cussion of other crucial problems. 
The people cannot be reminded too often, as Gov. 
Landon reminded them, that “a public debt is just 
as much a liability to each and every individual as a 
private debt.” The Government’s spending policies 
thus are the immediate concern of every citizen. In 
assailing the administration for injudicious spending, 
Gov. Landon touches it at its weakest point. 
Mr. Landon is careful, however, not to promise im- 
mediate balancing of the budget, if he should be elect- 
ed, for he realizes the extreme difficulty of accom-

plishing this in the face of existing and continuing 
needs. His postulate is: “The Government must not 
get in the habit of spending more than it receives.” 
The people realize that emergency expenditures great- 
er than current revenues have been necessary. What 
they abhor is waste; what they fear is the develop- 
ment of a Federal spending habit. 
In his assault upon the corporation surplus tax law, 
Gov. Landon is on solid ground, in view of the form 
given this novel tax principle in the confused statute 
finally evolved by a harried Congress approaching 
the end of its term. Restraining large corporations 
from avoiding taxes by building up huge reserves is 
a wholly meritorious design. But as the law stands, 
it checks employment-producing expenditures for 
plant improvement and new equipment. Also, in Gov. 
Landon’s words, it “prevents the small business man 
from expanding by the usual method of plowing earn- 
ings back into his organization.” 
The hastily drawn and hastily enacted compromise 
measure now is in_effect for what should be consid- 
ered a test period. By the time Congress next as- 
sembles, enough will be known of its workings to 
make possible intelligent revision or to justify repeal. 
Such procedure will be in order, no matter which 
candidate is in the White House next January. In 
fact, candor should compel Mr. Roosevelt to take an 
attitude along this line in his own discussion of the 
subject. 
To the average citizen, perhaps the most important 
section of Gov. Landon’s address was that dealing 
with direct and indirect taxation. His forthright at- 
tack upon hidden taxes is of value in adding another 
voice to the protests against the growing practice 
of both Federal and state governments of leaning 
heavily on consumption levies for their revenues. This 
part of the cost of government—taking 20 cents of 
every dollar the citizen spends—fall most heavily upon 
taxpayers of limited income; by Mr. Landon’s analy- 
sis, those with earnings of $25 and less a week. These 
taxes on food, clothing, gasoline, cigarettes, etc., im- 
pair the country’s mass purchasing power, on which 
national prosperity primarily depends. 
It is therefore heartening to find a major party’s 
candidate proclaiming: 

It has always been my belief that the Govern- 
ment should raise the major portion of its reve- 
nue from direct taxes, levied on the net income of 
individuals and corporations. When this is done,. 


everyone pays for his fair share and knows just 
how much the Government is costing him. 


There have been reports that the Republicans, if 
returned to power, would seek to reduce income tax 
rates and to saddle the country with a Federal sales 
tax. By placing such a sound statement as the fore- 
going on record, Gov. Landon has done much to clear 
up this point, though he outlined. no definite proced- 
ure further than an assertion that “our whole tax 
structure, Federal and state, needs overhauling.” 
Here, again, is an issue that transcends partisan 
considerations. The trend to hidden taxation has 
been a haphazard one, with scarcely a thought of 
political philosophy. Thus, Gov. Landon cites the rise 
in Federal revenue collected by indirect taxation, from 
41 to 51 per cent between 1932 and 1936. If his com- 
parison had been with the fiscal year 1933, of which 
the greater part was in the Hoover administration, 
he would have had a decrease in indirect taxation 
from 58 to 51 per cent. The cigarette tax of 6 cents 
per package, one of the levies the Governor singles 
out, has been in existence since the World War days, 
and has been maintained by Congresses of both 
parties. 

The inequitable tax situation thus is not the prod- 
uct of either party alone, but a rank growth that 
has sprung up without effective control. No matter 
which side wins the election, reform is a crying need. 
The reduction of consumption taxes and the increase 
of direct levies on income can be made without vio- 
lating the fundamental principles of either party. 
No less difficult than the task of balancing the 
budget, however, is that of fixing a wise adjustment 
of visible and hidden taxes, The situation is well 
summarized in a statement by Prof. E. R. A. Seligman 
of Columbia University, a leading authority on tax- 
ation: 


There is nothing inherently bad about an indi- 
rect tax, nor is there anything inherently good 
about a direct tax. ...A direct tax on the laborer 
is not hecessarily good because it is direct: an 
indirect tax on the luxury of the rich is not nec- 
essarily bad because it is indirect. ... It is by > 
no means impossible to frame a system of taxes 
on consumption which will supplement other

A BRITISH M. P. IS BARRED. 
The United States Government has barred from this 
country William Gallacher, Communist and member 
of the British Parliament, who wants to visit his sis- 
ters in Chicago. The State Department asserts that 
it is acting in conformity with the law forbidding en- 
try into this country of persons belonging to groups 
that “have as their object the overthrow of organized 
governments by force and violence.” 
In view of current trends on the Communist front, 
application of this law appears to be a little behind 
the times. Communists today are co-operating with 
democratic parties in many countries, and by peaceful 
methods, to oppose forces that they consider reaction- 
ary. The No. 1 Communist, Josef Stalin, long since 
broke away from the idea of fomenting revolutions in 
other countries, to concentrate on building Commun- 
ism in Russia. The revolution idea is that held by the 
Trotzky element, and the Stalin regime has just ex- 
ecuted 16 of Trotzky’s followers, indicating what it 
thinks of that policy. In this country, Communist 
Browder is running for the presidency in a perfectly 
orderly manner, and on a tame platform that omits 
two former Communist ambitions: a capita] levy and 
Government ownership of the means of production. 
The fact that Mr. Gallacher sits in the British Par- 
liament would seem to indicate that he favors demo- 
cratic processes over those of force and violence. 
On the score of international courtesy as well, it 
would seem in order to admit him. What a turmoil 
would ensue should a member of our Congress, of 
whatever party and for whatever reason, be barred 
from a foreign country! If Mr. Gallacher is consid- 
ered trustworthy enough by the canny British to 
help make their laws, then we should be able to 
trust him in this country long enough to chat with 
his sisters. 
Exceptions have been made to the rule, the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union points out in a memoran- 
dum to Secretary Hull. Henri Barbusse of France 
and Tom Mann of England, both Communists, were 
admitted to this country, after promising not to en- 
gage in seditious activity. They came and went, 
and the Government survived. Perhaps Mr. Hull 
could avert a teapot tempest, and save himself a lot 
of exertion in this hot weather, by making a similar 
exception for Mr. Gallacher. :

There is plenty 
of time yet, to be sure, for the pyrotechnics. It might 
be offered, indeed, that the contest has not started, 
that we're still in the prologue, but, nevertheless, 
the omens for clashing, smashing repartee to make 
the fastidious shudder are, we should say, unpro- 
pitious. 
Gov. Landon has so far been about as flamboyant 
as Epictetus. But if the ultra-sensitive find them- 
selves in a destitute predicament next November with 
nothing to deplore, they will be fair enough, let us 
hope, correctly to fix the guilt. This guilt, we main- 
tain, cannot honestly. be loaded on the sagging shoul- 
ders of the New Deal. For a dignifiedly dull cam- 
paign, if so it turns out to be, the Republicans in 
convention assembled must be held accountable. If 
they had never entered the lists, if they had re- 
frained entirely from mixing up in this quadrennial 
melee, if they had left it all to the Democrats, we 
should have seen battles, death and savage bonfires 
flaming in the night.

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Our Fatal Highways 


Analyzing motor casualty figures, writer finds three responsible factors; the driver's 
shortcomings cause a huge percentage of accidents; the car is fundamentally sate, 
rarely at fault in mishaps; the road “is too slow for the car and too hazardous for 
the driver”; thinks engineers can perfect a modernized and safer highway design.

AST year, 827,000 automobile accidents 
[ xinea 37,000 persons, permanently crip- 

pled 105,000 others and hurt about 1,000,000 
more. Practically all conventional determi- 
nations of the benefits and miseries of the 
mechanism called traffic and highways be- 
gin with some such statistics as these. They 
begin so from necessity. No other measur- 
able values can be so conveniently integrat- 
ed, so sharply sculptured, as the toll of the 
dead and hurt. Beginning with them, you 
can at least roughly measure the efficiency 
or inefficiency of a transportation system too 


complicated to submit to ordinary pointer 


readings. 

But because the world is drugged by high- 
magnitude statistics and because the high- 
ways go everywhere and because there are 
so many people using them day after day 
with no worse hurt than a bashed fender, 
the figures never seem to mean much ex- 
cept that, in the American fashion, they 
have grown bigger every year. 

Economists look past them and see a little 
more—a property loss to society, in the dead 
and the hurt, of $1,600,000,000. Statisticians 
quarry into them and come up clutching 
such arresting facts as that 25,000 persons 
were killed last year on the open road—and 
that on the open road, away from the eon- 
gestion and clash of city traffic, motorists 
are managing to kill themselves just about 
twice as fast as on city streets. And social- 
minded pamphleteers like J. C. Furnas, who 
wrote “—and Sudden Death” for the Read- 
er’s Digest, leave statistics behind and walk 
down the road a way to see the blood and 
agony and the ghastly crooked things that 
come about when two motor cars meet, in 
disregard of what traffic engineers cal] the 
conditioning factors of time and space.

Whenever experts get on the subject of 
traffic and highways, the talk inevitably 
turns on the indivisible trinity of the driver, 
the car and the road. Together, they make 
up the hydraulics of the traffic fluid, and 
in the traffic equation the unbalance of one, 
however transitory, can cause accidents. Peo- 
ple make traffic, traffic makes accidents, 
and prime cause for unbalance is: 

The driver, whose shortcomings make for 
a huge percentage of accidents. There are 
40,000,000 of him on highway, taking turns 
at the wheels of 26,000,000 cars. And consid- 
ering him by and large, as a factor for logic 
and peace on the highway, he is virtually 
hopeless 80 far as voluntary rehabilitation can 
be expected. Unless he is restrained by re- 
alistic and uncompromising methods, he can 
be depended on to continue to kill himself 
In 

A car that is fundamentally safe. Few ac- 
cidents—not more than 5 per cent—can be 
laid to structural failure in the car. Making 
due allowance for design shortcomings, you 
can nevertheless give the car a fairly clean 
bill of health. Definitely, the car’s deficien- 
cies, as accident factors, are of small conse- 
quence compared to those of— 

The road, which is too slow for the car and 
too hazardous for the driver. The road never 
was very efficient as a channel for motor 
traffic, but recent jumps in the speed of the 
car have thrown its inadequacies into sharp 
relief. The cold fact is: Traffic today is a 
combination of an 80-mile-an-hour car in the

hands of a 20-mile-an-hour driver, struggling 
to adjust itself to a 30-mile-an-hour road. 
And it doesn’t work out very well. 

All the while the technology of the car was 
bounding forward, the technology of the road 
was lagging. For a long time, the road 
escaped being made a scapegoat for the 
reason that people failed to see that it was 
standing quite still. They thought that the 
cure-all for the congestion and deaths was 
more and still more hard roads. And now 
that the killing is livelier and the congestion 
thicker than ever, it is dawning upon them 
that what they built were too often death- 
traps and bottle-necks; that these slick 
stretches of pavement were invitations to 
more speed, more accidents, more deaths. 

A road is an expensive and rigid struc- 
ture. It cannot be lightly bent to a new 
whim. When its direction was plotted and 
its super-elevations (banking for speed), 
grades, sight distances and approaches were 
determined, the traffic engineer, to make 
sure the taxpayer got his money back, count- 
ed upon its lasting 20 years. But the car 
knew no such rigidity. Every year it got 
faster ang better until, making one great 
bound after another, it suddenly imposed de- 
mands upon the road that the road could 
not begin to meet.

To offset the road's shortcomings, the sug- 
gestion has been made to reduce speed on 
the highway, either by compelling automo- 
bile manufacturers to limit horsepower or by 
hobbling the car itself with a governor. Like 
all Procrustean cures, such suggestions duck 
the real issue. For automobiles will be built 
to go fast, and motorists will insist on driv- 
ing fast. Granting the car its right to 
speed, it then becomes the corollary respon- 
sibility of the road to stay abreast of it. 

Traffic engineers have dug into the bloody 
mess of accident lore and found that, while 
speed makes for worse accidents, barely 9 
per cent of all accidents come from speeds 
over 50 milesanhour. And at the other pole 
of the speed problem is congestion, which in 
its crawling way can kill a man just as ef- 
fectively. Both are friction factors, and 
therefore neither can be entirely cured just 
by banking and widening and straightening 
out the road. The road must be not only 
rebuilt but also redesigned, for the conven- 
tional highway pattern is a relic of the past.

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TERMS OF MUTUAL 

AID PACT BETWEEN 
BRITAIN AND EGYPT 

Continued From Page One. 


ing extraterritorial rights in Egypt 
will be asked to give them up un- 
der the Anglo-Egyptian treaty made 
public today in London. The broad 
outlines of the treaty were agreed 
upon last spring. 

It is confirmed authoritatively 
that the next diplomatic step will 
be for Britain to persuade the 
United States and other nations to 


surrender voluntarily the capitula- 
tions they have enjoyed in Egypt 
since it was part of Turkey. 
Abolition of capitulations would 
mean that the 800 Americans in 
Egypt and the annual winter tour- 
ists from the United States would 
no longer have the right of being 
tried only by an American conaul 
for criminal charges. But the mixed 
tribunals, a special type of court in 
Egypt, would continue under a plan 
already discussed with foreign dip- 
lomats, 

Factors Leading to Treaty. 
The Anglo-Egyptian treaty has 
arisen chiefly from Italian aggres- 
sion in Africa, Arab unrest in Pal- 
estine, Germany’s occupation of the 
Rhineland and other disturbing fac- 
tors. 

All the Egyptian parties joined 
in a united front in negotiating 
with the British for the first time. 
Students who led the rioting in the 
Cairo streets last winter went to 
the party leaders and demanded 
unity. Many of the students got 
their ideas of liberty in American 
colleges in the Near East. 

Britain did not fear the Egyp- 
tians as much as outside influ- 
ences in the Mediterranean area if 
she continued to withhold a large 
degree of independence. The riot- 
ing last winter was mild compared 
with similar disturbances in other 
countries. The Egyptians as a 
whole are docile compared to na- 
tives in other parts of the British 
empire or the Nicaraguans and 
Filipinos with whom American mil- 
itary forces have dealt. 

In Case of Threat of War. 

The new “independence” for 
Egypt. is only tentative, as “a 
threat of war’ would give Britain 
the right to take over military con- 
trol again. Another feature of the 
treaty is this loose designation of 
the conditions under which inde- 
pendence would end. Conferees ex- 
pect that Britain and Egypt would 
agree without debate when there is 
“a threat of war.” 

But removal of British troops 
and planes to the Suez Canal area, 
under terms of the treaty, will end 
a long cause of friction. 

Under a compromise of the Sudan 
controversy, Egyptians, heretofore 
barred from that great expanse of 
territory, will be allowed now to 
send limited numbers of immi- 
grants there, and they may take 
over a share of the administration. 


NEW DATE FOR COUGHLIN TALK

HASLEMERE, England, Aug. 27. 
AM a guest at the country home 
[ Bill Bailey in Surrey. Bill 
and they are so popular that he can 
afford this magnificent place.

All the plants which cause hay 
fever fertilize by wind pollination. 
Other plants are either self-fertilized 
or cross certilized by insect car- 


riers. The pollen grains grow on 
the stamen of the flower, are the 
male element, and when dropped 
on the pistil penetrate and fertilize 
the plant ovary, which then devel- 
ops into the seed 


Plants which fertilize by insect 


pollination have flowers, honey and 
smell to attract insects, and the 
pollen is fit to be taken for a ride; 
it is heavy and sticky. These plants 
produce very little pollen. The seif- 
fertilizing violet has only a few hun- 


But when a plant has to depend 
on its pollen reaching other flowers’ 
pistils by flying through the air, 
there must be plenty of pollen. A 
pollen grain the size of a small 
grain of dust must hit a mark no 
bigger than the head of a pin an 
eighth of a mile away. The wind 
pollinated plants do not have con- 
spicuous flowers—there * no need 
at attract insects— but the stig- 
matic surface of the pistil is large 
and feathered with antennae so as 
to be capable of picking up pollen 
grains.

HE amount of pollen in the air 
may be determined by smear- 
ing vaseline on a glass slide and 
leaving it exposed to the air for 24 
hours.
